we  thin  our  Engl.:  1*  Morte  Darthnr  to  Sir  Thomas  Malory,  and 

to  William  Caxtoo  the  first  English  printer.  Caxton's  Preface  shows  (what  indeed 
would  have  been  certain  from  his  appeal  to  the  '  Knights  of  England  '  at  the  end 
of 'Trie  Order  of  Cliiv.ilry  '  that  however  strongly  he,  'William  Caxton,  simple 
person,'  may  have  been  niged  to  undertake  the  work  by  'divere  gentlemen  of  this 
realm  of  England,'  he  was  not  less  moved  by  his  own  love  and  reverence  for  '  the 
noble  act*  of  chivalry,'  and  hi*  deep  sense  of  his  duty  and  responsibility  in  printing 
what  he  believed  would  be  for  the  instruction  and  profit  of  his  readers, '  of  what- 
ever estate  or  degree.'  lint  to  Sir  Thomas  Malory  he  gives  all  the  hoi; 
having  provided  him  with  the  copy  which  he  printed.  And  ever  since,  for  more 
than  four  hundred  years,  successive  generations  have  approved  the  fitness  of 
!  Caxtoo's  choice.  For  it  is  Malory's  book,  and  not  the  older  forms  of  King 
Arthur-!  story  which  we  still  read  for  enjoyment,  and  for  the  illustration  of  which 
scholars  edit  those  earlier  books.  Only  a  true  poem,  the  offspring  of  genius,  could 
have  so  held,  and  be  still  holding  its  ground,  age  aAcr  age.  It  may  be  said  that  it 
:y  with  boys,  and  with  men  who  have  formed  the  taste  by  their  boyish  read- 
ing, that  the  book  is  so  popular.  Bnt  is  not  this  bo  with  the  III;  in  ..i 
mature  intellect  and  taste  rend  and  re-read  the  Iliad  with  ever  new 
appreciation,  and  enjoyment ;  but  it  may  be  cjucstioncd  whether  there  are  many,  or 
even  any,  of  them  who  did  not  begin  those  studies  at  school,  and  learn  to  love  Homer 
|  before  they  knew  that  he  was  worthy  of  their  love.  And  they  who  have  given 
laost  of  such  reading,  in  youth  and  in  manhood,  to  Malory's  Morte  Dntthur  will 
t*  the  most  able  and  ready  to  recognise  its  claim  to  the  character  of  u 
[poem. 

Malory  a  Poet. 

Malory  wrote  in  prose,  hut  he  had  'the  -vision  and  the  faculty  divine'  ' 
t,  though  '  wanting  the  accomplbhment  of  verse ' ;  and.  great  as  that  want  is, 
»«  may  apply  Milton's  teat  of '  simple,  sensuous,  and  passionate,'  and  we  shall  find 
10  right  to  these  name*  more  real  than  is  Malory's     Every  incident,  the  desrrip- 


boa  of  erejy  event,  is  ■  simple,'  that  is  to  say,  complete  in  itself,  while 
•  part  of  the  whole  story.  The  story  b  '  sensuous,'  like  thai  of  H 
as  every  true  poem  most  be,  it  is  a  living  succession  of  concrete  imogv 
pictures,  not  of  abstractions  or  generalized  arguments  and  reasonings.  The 
the  characteristics  of  the  book,  from  iu  opening  story  of  Igrnine,  which  '  be 
I  rlier  1'endragon,'  down  to  the  death  of  the  last  four  remaining  k 
who  'went  into  the  Holy  I  .and,  there  as  Jesus  Christ  was  quick  and  deati 
•J>c:c  'did  many  battle*  upon  the  miscreants  or  Turks,  ami  there  they  ill 
a  Good  Friday  for  God's  sake.'  And  for  '  passion,'  for  that  emotion  whit 
puct  first  feels  in  a  special  manner,  and  then  awakens  in  his  hearers,  though 
could  not  have  originated  it  in  themselves,  with  the  adventures  of  the 
Tabic  and  the  Su  Ureal,  or  the  deaths  of  Arthur,  of  Guenerer,  sod 
we  may  compare  the  wrath  of  Achilles,  its  cause  and  its  consequences, 
leave-taking  of  Hector  ami  Andromache.  It  would,  indeed,  be  hard  t->  i\ 
where  a  patho*  greater  than  that  of  Malory1*  description  of  the  death  or  * 
of  Arthur,  the  penitence  of  Gucnever,  and  her  parting  with  1,-uincelot, 
lament  of  Launcelot  over  the  King  and  Queen,  and  of  Sir  Luor  over  Laui 
himself.  The  first  is  too  long  to  quote,  but  I  may  say  that  Malory  has  re-ca 
old  story,  and  all  the  poetry  is  his  own.     I  give  the  two  last : — 

•  Truly,  said  Sir  Launcelot,  I  trust  I  do  not  displease  God,  for  He  knowcth 
intent,  for  my  sorrow  was  not,  nor  is  not,  for  any  rejoicing  of  sin,  but  my  si 
may  never  have  «.-nd.

Also  when  I  remember  me,  how  by  my  default,  mine  orgnlc,  and  my  pride,  that 
both  laid  full  low,  that  were  peerless  that  ever  was  living  of  christian  ■ 
iu  well,  said  Sir  Launcelot,  this  remembered,  of  their  kindness  and 
unkindness,  sank  so  to  my  heart,  that  I  might  not  sustain  inyselt* 

And  again  :— 

Ah,  Launcelot,  he  said,  thou  were  head  of  all  christian  knights;  sad 
I  dare  say,  said  Sir  Ector,  thou  Sir  Launcelot,  there  thou  liest,  that  thou  werei 
matched  of  earthly  knight's  hand ;  and  thou  were  the  courtiest  knight  that 
bare  shield;  and  thou  were  the  truest  friend  to  thy  lover  that  ever  bestrode  hi 
and  thou  were  the  truest  lover  of  a  sinful  man  thai  ever  loved  woman ;  and 
wrre  the  kindest  man  that  ever  strake  with  sword  ;  and  thou  were  the  goo< 
person  ever  came  among  press  of  knights ;  and  thou  was  the  meekest  man  an< 
gentlest  that  ever  ate  in  hall  among  ladies;  and  thou  were  the  sternest  kuigl 
aortal  foe  that  ever  put  spear  in  the  rest '.'

In  his  •  Misfortunes  of  Arthur.'  concentrated  and  deepened  the  horror  of 

such  a  tragedy  by  transferring  the  guilt  of  Launcelot  to  Mordred  the  son  of  Arthur 

nod  his  unknown  titter,     lie  would  better  have  recognised  and  followed  the  liner 

art   of  Malory.       For   though   the    motive    of  Malory's    epic   is    less    gross   and 

exaggerated  than  that  of  Hughes's  drama,  the  thread  of  guilt  and  doom  which  runs 

rat  tola*t  through,  the  former  is  not  less  real  than  in  the  latter.    The  crime  of 

i'endragon^  i  lie  story  opens,  leads  to  the  concealment  of  Arthur's 

parentage  Trom  himself,  and  this  to  his  illicit  love  for  her  whom  he  does  not  know 

tw  be  his  sister,  and  so  to  the  birth  of  Mordred.    Then  comes  the  prophetic 

doom :— '  Yc  have  done  of  late  a  thing  that  God  is  displeased  with  yon    and  pom 

niter  shall  have  a  child  that  shall  destroy  you  and  all  the  knights  of  your  realm.'

•  vcre  will  bring  on  him,  through  her  guilty  l°ve  *or  Launcclot— these  gem 
tragic  destiny  remain  hidden  through  long  ycure  of  prosperity.  Arthur,  aided 
his  (■  :  the  Round  Tabic,  reduces  universal  anarchy  into  order:  and 

only  '  gets  into  his  hnnd '  all  England,  Wales,  and  Scotland,  but  by  his  roarcl 
Rome  makes  himself  emperor,  and  the  head  of  all  the  kingdoms  as  well  as  Ol 
the  chivalry  of  Christendom.  Still  the  fame  and  the  honour  of  the  king  and 
knight*  Of  the  Round  Table  open  continually  intu  new  and  brighter  for 
which  seem  above  the  reach,  of  any  ndversc  fntc,  till  the  coming  of  the  SttCgl 
into  the  quest  of  which  all  the  knights  enter  with  that  self-reliance  wh 
had  hecomc  them  so  well  in  the  field  of  worldly  chivalry,  but  which  wo 
be  of  no  avail  now.  They  are  now  to  he  tried  by  other  tests  than  those 
which  they  had  been  proved  as  'earthly  knights  and  lovers,'  tests  which  c 
1-auncclot,  l-.ct.of  dc  Maris,  Gawaine,  and  the  other  ehiefest  of  the  fellows 
could  not  stand.  The  quest  is  achieved  by  the  holy  knights  alone :  two  der 
from  this  life  to  a  higher,  while  Sir  Bors,  not  quite  spotless,  yet  forgiven  i 
sanctified,  the  link  between  the  earthly  and  the  spiritual  worlds,  mums  to 
in  restoring  the  glory  of  the  feasts  and  tournaments  at  Camelot  and  West  mini 
Bat  the  corse  is  at  work  :  the  severance  between  good  and  evil  which  had  b 
declared  through  the  Sancgreal  cannot  be  closed  again ;  and  the  tragic  end  cor 
on,  in  spite  of  the  efforts — touching  from  their  very  weakness— of  Arthur  i 
Launcclot  to  avert  the  woe,  the  one  by  vainly  trying  to  resist  temptation,  the  ot 
by  refusing  to  believe  evil  of  his  wife  and  his  dearest  friend.  The  black  clouds  O] 
for  a  moment  as  the  sun  goes  down  ;  and  we  see  Arthur  ia  the  large  wh 
bears  him  to  the  Holy  Isle;  Guenever,  the  nun  of  Almcsbury,  living  in  fasti 
prayers,  and  almsdccds ;  and  Launcclot  with  his  fellowship,  once  knighu  I 
now  hermit- priests, '  doing  bodily  all  manner  of  service." 

Nor  arc  the  marks  of  harmony  and  unity  less  plain  in  the  several  charact 
than  in  the  events  of  the  story.      Arthur  is  a  true  knight,  sharing  the  charactenst 
irf  his  nobler  knights,  yet  he  differs  from  them  all  in  showing  also  that  he 
and  feels  himself  to  be,  a  king;   as  when — with  an  imperionsness  which  remit 
us  of  Froissart's  story  of  Edward  III  xefusiug  to  listen  to  Sir  Walter  of  Mann 
remonstrances  on  behalf  of  the  burgesses  of  Calais— he  tells  Sir  Launcelot  that 
•  takes  no  force  whom  he  grieves,"  or  insists  on  his  entering  the  lists  against  a  til 
knight  whom  he  is  not  willing  to  see  victorious  over  the  whole  field  ;  or  as  when 
sadly  regrets  that  he  cannot  do  battle  for  his  wife,  though  he  believes  her  innoce 
but  must  be  a  rightful  judge  according  to  the  laws.     There  arc  many  others  oft 
Round  Table  who  are  '  very  perfect  gentle  knights,*  yet  we  feel  that  Launce.' 
stands  distinct  among  them  all  in  the  pre-eminence  of  his  knightliness,  notwit 
standing  his   one  great  sin.     Thus,  to  take  one  of  many  instances,  who  h 
1  juncelot  would  have  borne  the  taunts  and  the  violence  of  Gawaine  with  I 
humble  patience  and  ever-renewed  efforts  for  a  reconciliation,  when  he  was  leavii 
:ilm,  and  when  he  was  besieged  in  Joyous  Card.     Modern  critics  of  gre

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name  agree  in  censuring  Sir  Thomas  Malory  for  departing  from  the  e>M  authorities 
who  represented  Gawaine  OS  the  very  counterpart  of  Lnnncelot  in  knightly  cha- 
r-xtcr :  hut  i  rather  see  a  proof  of  Malory's  art  in  giving  us  a  new  Gawaine  with 
a  strongly  individual  character  of  his  own.  Gawainc's  regard  fur  lii»  mi 
noi-.imr,  his  passion  fur  Ettard,  arid  hi*  affection  for  hii  brothers,  are  fierce 
impulfcsdriving  him  to  unknightly  anil  unworthy  deed*,  yet  he  is  far  from  being 
represented  an  a  mere  savage.  If  Malory  depicts  him  thirsting  to  revenge  upon 
[jAWicelot  the  unintentional  killing  of  Caherisnnd  Gareth,  he  depicts  also  hj 
previous  affection  foT  Lanncclot  and  his  opposition  to  the  hostility  of  his  other 
brother,  Mordred,  agfthat  him:  Ilia  devotion  lu  Ul  uncle  Arthur;  hi*  hearty  re- 
pentance towards  Launcelot  at  the  Inst:  and  his  entreaty  th.it  he  would  'see  his 
tomb,  and  pray  some  prayer  more  or  less  for  his  sonl.'  Nor  must  we  forget  that 
itwaaby  the  pntytt  "f  those  ladles  for  whom  Gawaine  had '  done  battle  in  a  right  - 
wise  quarrel/  that  hi*  ghost  was  permitted  to  give  Arthur  a  last  warning  Distinct 
again  from  the  character  of  this  fierce  knight  is  that  of  the  Saracen  Pakmides. 
whose  unquestionable  courage  and  skill  in  deeds  of  chivalry  also  want — though 
in  another  way  than  Gawaine'* — the  gentleness,  the  meekness,  and  the  delicate 
tease  of  honour  of  the  Christian  knight.  Sir  Dinadan  again,  who  can  give  and 
take  hard  knocks  if  need  be.  though  he  has  no  great  bodily  strength,  and  who  is 
always  bantering  the  good  knights  who  knuw  and  esteem  him  with  his  humorous 
protests  against  love  and  armt,  is  a  distinctly  drawn  character.  So  is  Merlin, 
half  Christian,  half  magician,  but  always  with  dog-like  loyalty  to  the  home  of 
Uthcr  Pcndragon.  So  is  the  Bishop  of  Canterbury,  who  appears  at  intervals  to 
the  story.  So  are  many  others  whose  names  I  might  recite.  The  dignity  of 
cvaeen  Goencver  toward',  lur  husband  and  her  court  is  not  less  marked  than  her 
guilt]  passion  for  Lanncclot,  and  the  unreasoning  jealousy  it  excites  in  her.  The 
■rife-like  simplicity  of  Igraine,  the  sclf-surrcndcr  beyond  all  limit,  (hough  from 
different  impulses,  of  the  two  Elaines,  the  pertuess  of  the  damsel  Linet,  Bfid  the 
pify  and  self-sacrifice  of  Sir  Pcrcivale's  sister,  will  occur  to  the  reader  among  the 
■  ruunctive  characteristics  of  the  different  ladles  and  damsels  who  live  and  move, 
each  in  her  own  proper  form,  in  the  story.  Sir  Thomas  Malory,  as  we  know . 
many  of  these  men  and  women  already  existing  in  the  old  romances  as  he  repre- 
sent* them  to  us;  but  we  may  believe  that  those  earlier  books  were  to  him 
something  of  what  the  pages  of  Plutarch  and  llolinshed  were  to  Shakespeare.

It  luw  been  too  commonly  assumed  that,  because  Caxton  says  th.it  Sir  Thom.v- 
took  hii  work  'out  of  certain  books  of  French  ntul  reduced  it  into  English,' 
he  wax  a  mere  corn,  or,      BtU  the  book   iurlf   i.hows  that  he  was  its 

author-  its  '  mnVei  uld  have  called  it.    Notwithstanding  his  occasionally 

inartificial  maimer  of  connecting  the  materials  drawn  from  the  old  romances,  there 
is  an  epic  unity  and  harmony,  *  a  beginning,  a  middle,  and  an  cud.'  which,  I

ha%c  come  by  chance  and  not  of  design,  hare  come  by  tbat  chance  which  only 
befalls  an  Homeric  or  a  Shakespeare-like  man.  If  more  instances  and  proofs  arc 
needed  than  have  heen  already  given,  let  ns  mm  in  ihc  opening  chapters  of  the 
book.  If  we  compare  these  with  the  old  romances  which  supplied  the  materials 
for  them,  we  sec  at  once  how  Malory  has  converted  pro»e  inlci  poetry,  giving  life 
and  beauty  to  the  clods  of  earth,  and  transmuting  by  his  art  the  legend*  which 
yet  faithfully  preserves.  For  the  long  and  repulsive  narrative  of  Merlin's  origin'  1 
substitute*  a  slight  allusion  to  it:  without  disguising  wlial  he  probably  believed  in 
be  at  least  an  half  historical  record  of  Arthur's  birth,  he  gives  a  grace  and  digrw.j 
to  the  story  by  the  charms  of  the  mother's  character,  the  finer  touches  of  which  are 
wantiDg  in  the  original :  and  so  through  the  whole  of  this  part  of  the  story. 

Twenty-three  years  ago,  I  ventured  to  assert  Malory's  claim  to  epic  p 
and  now  this  claim  may  be  farther  tested,  and  as  I  think,  established,  by  help  of  the 
learned  researches  of  Dr.  Sommer.     Of  these  I  shall  state  some  details,  in  speaking 
of  the  text  and  its  several  editions,  here  giving  the  result  so  far  as  it  bears  on  the 
present  point.     We  may  now  see  how  Malory's  '  Morte  Darthur'  was  fused  into 
its  actual  form  out  of  crude  materials  often  times  its  bulk,  and  that  while  he  ofte 
translated  or  transcribed  the  French  or  English  romances  as  they  lay  before  him, 
on  the  other  hand  he  not  only  re-wrote,  in  order  to  bring  into  its  present  shape  the 
whole  story,  but  also  varied  both  the  order  and  the  substance  of  the  incidents  i 
so  he  might  give  them  that  epic  character,  and  that  beauty  in  the  details,  wlm-h 
his  book  shows  throughout.     Malory  was  no  doubt  a  'finder'  as  well  as  a  'maker,' 
but  so,  I  repeat,  was  Shakespeare,  and  so  was  every  other  great  poet.    But  ihc  I  |uarry 
and  the  building  are  not  the  same  thing,  though  the  one  supplies  the  rough  stones 
with  which  the  other  is  raised  up.    We  see  that  there  is  much  that  ia  rude  and 
inartificial  in  Malory's  art.     He  has  built  a  great,  rambling,  mediaeval  castle,  tt 
walls  of  which  enclose  rude  and  even  ruinous  work  of  earlier  times,  and  not  n  Gr 
Parthenon  nor  even  an  Italian  palace  of  the  Renaissance.    Still,  it  is  a  grand  pil. 
and  tells  everywhere  of  the  genius  of  its  builder.    And  I  ask,  as  Carlyle  once  aske 
me,   Who  built  St,   Paul's?     \N  as  it   Wren,  or  the  hodman  who  carried  up  th 
bricks?     Hut  while  supporting  my  conclusions  as  to  Malory's  art  by  the  evidenc 
of  Dr.  Sommer's  facts,  it  is  right  to  add  that  the  conclusions  are  my  own  ml  he 
than  those  of  this  learned  critic.    His  estimate  of  Malory's  genius  in  the  choic 
and  treatment  of  his  materials  falls  far  short  of  mine :  and  1  can  believe  that  Malor 
may  have  judged  rightly,  for  his  own  purpose,  when  he  did  not  take  that  form  of 
a  legend  which  was  in  itself  the  most  beautiful. 

Malory's  History  and  Geography. 

I  hi   most  recent  critics  arc  disposed  to  prefer  Hume's  and  Gibbon's  belief  to 
Milton's  scepticism  as  lo  the  actual  existence  of  Arthur.     But  upon  this  question

I  Jo  not  Bttter.  MtOaefM  historical  chapters,  as  llicy  may  be  called,  seem  to 
\r  mainly  taken  from  the  liistoria  Britkanum  uf  (ieoffrey  of  Monmnuch,  though 
much  of  tbcm  is  also  to  be  found  in  the  romances '.  The  details  of  Arthur's 
couch  to  Route  08  so  accurate  that  I  Oriole  thai  Muloiy  may  have  ha«l  actual 
knowledge  of  the  road,  which  indeed  must  have  been  familiar  to  many  men—

the  Romans  and  Saracens  in  Burgundy,  slew  the  emperor  in  ■  great  battle, 
together  vrith  his  allies,  the  Sowdan  of  Syria,  the  king  of  Egypt,  and  the  king  of 
I]  bodiei  to  tin  Seam  and  Podesta  of  Rome  M  tho  on! j  tribnte 
he  would  pay,  and  then  followed  over  the  mountains  through  Lombard/  and 
Tuscany  tc-  Koine,  where  he  was  crowned  emperor  by  the  Pope,  'sojourned  then 
a  time.

The  influence  of  Sir  Thomas  Malory's  book  upon  English   literature,  an< 
upon  English  life,  upon  our  thoughts,  morals,  and  manners,  has  been  great 
important.     I  have  spoken  of  it.  claims  to  be  considered  an  Epic  poem ;  but 
not  th-.:  less  true,  that  it  is  onr  first  great  work  of  English  prose,  the  first  in  w 
the  writing  of  prose  was  shown  to  be  one  of  the  fine  arts  for  England.     Male 
style  i»  often  inartificial :  he  is  not  always  able  to  master  llie  huge  masses  o: 
materials,  and  fails  to  fuse  and  mould  them  into  a  perfect  whole.     But  we 
confess  the  like  of  Milton,  whose  grand   periods  of  magnificent  English  arc 
followed  by  others  which  arc  confused  and  cumbrous  in  form,  if  nol 
It  has  taken  many  workmen,  through  many  generations,  to  make  our  pi 
what  it  is:  but  there  is  an  infant  beauty  in  Malory's  style  which  la  full  of  pre 
Of  (ha    perfect  manly  form  that  is  to  be.     The  passage:,  which  I  have  air 
quoted  are  instances  of  this  inartificial  beauty  of  style.     The  thoughts  and  ir 
spontaneously  utter  themselves  in  word.-;  without  any  attempt  at  rhetorical 
and  arrangement.     Thus  in  the  lament  of  Sir  Ector  over  Sir  Launcclot,  Mi 
does  not  ask  himself  whether  there  is  a  logical  connection  between  courtesy  1 
bearing  a  shield,  or  between  true  friendship  and  bestriding  a  horse,  as  a   mod 
writer  would  have  done,  and  so  brought   those  sentences   into  a  more  fir 
though  more  monotonous  correspondence  with  the  rest.

We  might  have  known  this  with  certainty,  if  Spenser  had  ci 
i  leted  his  great  design  which  he  sketched  in  his  letter  to  Sir  Walter  Ralci 
prefixed  to  the  first  three  books  of  tin:  /-aerie  Qmttu,  and  after  labouring 
ponrtrnit  in  Arthur  befoTc  he  was  king,  the  image  of  a  brave  knight,  pcrfet 
in  the  iwclve  Morall  Vertucs,'  he  might  have  been  '  perhaps  encouraged  to  fia 
put  of  Politick  Vertues  in  his  person,  after  that  he  came  to  be  Kii 
'  irthcr  identifies  his  hero  as  the  son  of  the  Lady  Igraine,  arid  the  ini 
charge  of  Merlin,  and  his  description  of  the  Kcdcross  Knight  and  his  cl: 
to  the:  adventure  of  Una,  must  forcibly  recall  Malory's  story  of  ltcaumains  : 
the  lady  Llnet,  notwithstanding  the  differences  between  the  two.  Beyond  tl 
there  is  the  evidence  of  general  literary  probability.  Speiiacr's  ideals  of  luiig 
hood  and  knight-errantry  are  so  much  in  harmony  with  those  of  Malory,  v/l 
they  rise  into  a  far  higher  moral  life,  that  it  docs  not  seem  unreasonable  to  i 
pose  a  relation  between  the  two,  and  to  believe  thai  we  owe  to  Malory  the 
mission  from  the  earlier  romances  of  all  that  was  worth  preserving  in  the 
the  generation  which  could  give  birth  to  the  /■'<"  rit  {'u.-tnt.

A  unlive  of  Kent,  he  became  an  npprent 
freeman,  and  livery  man  of  the  London  Guild  of  Mercers,  and  was  foi 
resident  in  the  English  factory  at   Bruges,  which  was  nmin   theil   chief  author 

li  il   represented  and  controlled  all  English  trading  interests  in   i1 
Countries.      Such  factories  were  the  nsual,  and  indeed  essential   means  of  i 
on  trade  with  foreign  nations  in  the  Middle  Ages.

We  cannot  indeed  choose  positively  between  Ames  and 
Dibdin,  or  among  the  Harleian  Catalogue,  the  lliographia,  and  Herbert!   but  as 
the  two  paragraphs  winch  are  required  in  addition  to  that  of  Wynkyn  de  Worde 
are  both  found  in  Herbert's  Ames,  it  seems  most  probable  that  Mr.  Upcott  had 
recourse  to  that  work,  though  another  combination  would  have  served  the  purpose 
equally  well.     That  the  interpolated  passages  arc  not  taken  from  the  Osterley 
Caxton  itself,  even  in  the  roughest  and  most  careless  manner,  is  quite  evident*. 

In  1858  and  i860  Mr.  Wright  published  successive  editions  reprinted  from  that 
of  1634.  His  learned  introduction  and  notes  are  of  considerable  interest;  but 
nothing  can  justify  the  reprinting  the  most  corrupt  of  all  the  old  editions  when  the 
first  and  best  was  within  reach,  though  perhaps  at  greater  cost.

Into  this  hitherto  chaotic  mass  of  nwditeTC 
romances,  French  nnd  Englith,  prose  or  verse,  Dr.  Sommer  has  now  first  broughi 
light  and  order.  With  an  almost  inconceivable  amount  of  thoughtful  and  lcarneti 
labour,  he  has  collated  the  various  manuscripts  with  the  printed  editions  and  with 
Malory's  book,  in  a  detail  which,  great  as  it  is,  represents,  as  he  tells  us,  a  still  more 
minute  investigation  of  which  he  only  gives  the  mnin  results.  With  the  exception 
of  the  story  of  Bcaumains,  which  is  an  enlarged  narration  of  that  of  La  Cote  Male

What  U  tine  J  by  saying, '  I  know  whi 
you  do  not  nik  EM  I     and  ■  HiM  iOWWl  suggests  itself  to  an  if  we  Iry  to  find  t 
adequate  reply  to  the  qwttiaa,  Wlul  b  I  Mvairy?     Foi  chivalry  is  one  oi 
words,  like  love,  duly,  patriotism,  loyally,  which  make  us  feel  their  meaning,  on 
the  reality  of  what  they  mean,  though  their  ideal  and  comprehensive  eharaclt 
hinders  us  from  readily  putting  it  into  the  forms  of  a  definition.     When  the  alcfat 
fa  -.he  Eastern  talc  compounds,  with  nil  the  resources  of  his  art,  the  univcrsi 
solvent  before  the  expectant  eyes  of  his  pnpil,  the  pupil,  seeing  the  mystcriou 
fitrid  lie  quietly  in  the  crucible,  exclaims,  with  not  unreasonable  doubt,  •  O  Sage 
be  not  deceived  :   how  c.in   that  wbicb   dissolves  nil  things  tic  itself  contained  in 
ladle?'     And  how  shall  chivalry,  sparkling  and  flashing  cvcrywhi 
through  that  great  complicated  tissue  of  human  life  which  we  call  modem  i 
tion, — how  shall  chivalry,  the   humaiiiser  of  society,  be  brought  within  the  li 
of  a  definition? 

Chivalry,  indeed,  exists  for  us  in  spirit  rather  than  in  outward  and  vi 
It  no  longer  conies  in  HI  with  xlse  omwmd  symbols  of  war-horse,  and  arm 
and  noble  birih,  and  strength  of  arm,  and  high-flown  protestations  of  love 
gallantry;  yet  we  never  fail  to  know  and  feel  its  presence,  silent  and  Bool 
as  it  now  is:  Ave  recognise  the  lady  nnd  the  gentleman  not  less  Mm  '•>•  now  than 
they  did  in  old  times;  and  wc  acknowledge  their  rights  and  their  power  over  us 
now  no  less  than  then.     And  if  the  spirit  of  chivalry  docs  live  among  us  still,  wc 
may  read  its  past  history  by  its  present  light,  and  say  in  Spenser's  words, — 

*  By  infusion  sweete 
Of  thine  own  spirit  which  doth   in  me  survive, 
I   follow  still  ihe  fooling  of  thy  feete, 
That  with  thy  meaning  so  I  may  the  rather  meete.' 

I.et  us  then  look  back  to  those  times  when  chivalry  had  an  outward,  visible  : 
and   was  embodied  in   its  own   proper  institutions,  with  orders,  and   statuli 
courts  of  its  own  jurisdiction,  and  rituals,  and  customs,  like  those   of  other  great 
social  tnstitutii.uis  and  members  of  the  body  politic. 

The  deluge  of  the  Teutonic  nations  which  broke  up  the  old  Roman  civilisation 
threatened  for  some  centuries  to  overwhelm  Europe  with  mere  barbarism.     We 
know  now  that  the  germs  of  a  far  higher  and  better  civilisation  were  evci 
ready  to  burst  into  life  as  soon  as  the  fury  of  that  deluge  had  spent  itsi  II  ;  bat  im 
a  long  period  the  evil  seemed  mightier  than  the  good.     From  time  to  time  the

The  sc!  ipulous  fought  for  power,  and  plandi 

•tig;  and  while  violence  could  only  be  resisted  by  violence,  n 
man  had  to  defend  himself,  his  family,  and  his  possessions  as  best  he  could,  wiili  v  • 
effectual  aid  from  law  and  government,  there  was  a  constant  lei.  teasing 

barbarism  and  brutish,  or  worse  than  brutish,  instead  of  human,  existence. 

Hut  man  differs  from  the  brutes  in  this,  that  while  he  can  fall  lower  than  they, 
he  can  also  rise  higher,  and  that  even  the  fwrinwil  ud  thl  impulses  which  he  has

ro  it  VM  in   the  Middle  Ages.     The  Church  was,  no  doubt,  the  great 
ciriliscr  of  the  nations:  still,  whatever  aid  the  State  derived  from  the  Church,  it 
then,  no  less  than  now,  had  a  position  and  processes  of  its  own,  by  which 
its  own  work  of  civilisation  loo.

of  our  xn  were  drawing  to  their  close,  the   people  in   Bt 
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looked  with  certainty  for  the  destruction  of  the  world.    Some  squandered 
wealth  in  riotons  living,  others  bestowed  it  for  the  good  of  their  souls  on  chnrch 
•nil  convents;  weeping  mtiltitndes  lay  day  and  night  aronnd  the  altars;   s< 
looked  forward  with  dread,  but  most  with  secret  hope,  towards  the  burning 
the  caith  and  the  falling  in  of  heaven.     Their  actual  condition  was  so  miserable 
that  the  idea  of  destruction  was  relief,  spitr  of  all  its  horrors1.' 

The  palliatives  with   which  men  tried   to  meet  the   evils  of  the  times  indi 
the  greatness  of  the  evils,  but  also  the  moral  feeling  which  was  the  promise 

things     Such  was  the  so-called  'Peace  uf  the  King,'  by  I  ite  wars 

were  not  to  be  entered  on  till  forty  days  after  the  committal  of  the  alleged  crime 
which  was  to  be  avenged ;  and  the  '  Truce  of  God,'  by  which  all  these  nets  of 
private  hostility  were  suspended  from  Thursday  to  Monday  in  each  week.  And  at 
Ihe  Council  of  Clcremont,  held  by  Urban  1 1  in  November,  1095,  a  severe  censure 
was  pronounced  against  the  licence  of  private  war;  the  Truce  of  God  was  con- 
firmed ;  women  and  priests  were  placed  under  the  safeguard  of  the  Church ;  and 
a  protection  of  three  years  was  extended  to  husbandmen  and  merchants,  the  de- 
fenceless victims  of  military  rapine.  We  are  reminded  of  the  law  of  Moses,  which 
provided  Cities  of  Refuge  for  the  man  who  accidentally  and  without  malice  tailed 
his  neighbour,  but  who  could  not  look  for  protection  from  the  vengeance  of 
family  of  the  slain  man  except  within  those  special  safeguards.  In  each  case  t 
is  the  same  unreasoning  rage  of  the  half-civilised  man  brought  face  to  face  with 
the  demands  of  religion  and  civil  law  :  and  each  is  obliged  to  yield  somet! 
the  other  till  the  bitter  cause  has  had  time  to  prepare  and  strengthen  itself  fi 
a  more  complete  triumph. 

Chivalry,  then,  was  the  offspring  of  the  same  spirit  which  dictated  Ihe  Peace  of 
the  King,  the  Truce  of  God,  and  the  decrees  of  the  Council  of  Cleremont.  Chivalry 
has  another  name — Knighthood — and  the  two  are  wanted  to  express  all  that  we 
mean  by  cither".  The  chevalier  was  the  soldier  who  rode  the  war-horse  :  he  whOK 
birth  entitled  him,  and  whose  wealth  gave  him  the  means,  to  ride  at  the  bend  of 
Ilia  vassals  and  retainers  to  the  war:  all  ideas  of  lordship,  and  mastery,  and  out- 
ward dignity  nnd  power,  are  here  embodied  before  us.  But  this  'chevalier,'  this 
'litter/  or  rider  of  the  war-horse,  was  also  to  be  a  'knecht,'  or  servant;  '  He  that 
will  be  chief  among  you,  let  him  be  your  servant.'  The  knight  was  to  obey,  no 
less  than  to  command ;  he  was  to  exert  his  strength  and  power,  not  for  selfish  ends, 
but  in  the  sen-ice  of  others;  and  especially  in  the  service  of  the  poor,  the  weak,  and 
pressed,  who  could  not  help  or  defenil  themselves.  It  was,  indeed,  BO  new 
.11,,  ivxry  in  the  world,  that  such  arc  the  duties  of  htm  who  possesses  power,  and 
flbOM  all  I  he  power  of  the  sword;  and  they  who  have  tried  to  trace  the  origin

The  romantic  love  of  ad  venture;  the  religious  and  the  martial  en 
thusiasm  ;  the  desire  to  revenge  injuries,  and  to  win  wealth  and  power;  the  delight 
in  arms  and  horses,  in  the  luxury  of  dress,  and  in  the  exercises  of  hunting  and 
hawking ;  the  eloquence  and  sagacity  in  council ;  the  patience  with  which  when 
need  was  they  ceroid  endure  the  inclemency  of  every  climate,  and  the  tOi 
abstinence  of  a  military  life;  and  the  gentleness,  the  affability  and  the  gallantry. 
of  the  Norman  race  ;  these  must  have  been  more  or 
less  impressed  on  Ben's  rninds  wherever  the-  Norman  sway  or  influence  extended, 
frucn  El  Sicily,  and  must  have  reproduced  something  of  themselves  in  ibi 

social  habits  and  manners  of  the  times.  When  wc  read  the  description  of  Wil'iani 
of  the  Iron  Ann,  the  first  Norman  count  of  Apnlia,  so  strong,  so  brave,  so  affable, 
so  generous,  and  so  sage  above  oilier  men— a  lion  in  battle,  a  lamb  in  lodety,  and 
an  angel  in  council— wc  are  reminded  of  the  heroes  of  chivalry  b  liie  days  of  ilB 
greatc  i ,  the  Ulack  J*rince,  Sir  John  Chandos,  and  Sir  Walter  of  Manny.

as  characterising  the  Germans  uf  his  time,  ami  which  are 
with  so  mu<  nnectcd  with  the  chivalry  of  the  Middle  Ages,     In 

ancient  Germany,  and  in  Scandinavia,  it  was  the  custom  for  each  youth,  when  be 
was  of  an  age  to  bear  arms,  to  be  presented  with  a  sword,  a  shield,  and  a  lance,  by 
his  father,  or  some  near  relation,  in  an  assembly  of  the  chiefs  of  the  nation  ;  and 
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from  that  time  he  became  a  member  of  the  commonweal th,  and  ranked  as  a  citi 
He  then  entered  the  train  of  some  chief,  of  whom  he  and  his  brother  yot 
became  the  followers  and  companions,  forming  one  brotherhood,  though  not  w 
out  rank*  and  degrees,  while  a  generous  spirit  of  equality  ran  through  all. 

In.  uany.  too,  women  were  held  in  a  peculiar  reverence,  beyond  w 

was  known  in  the  other— and  otherwise  more  cmlued—  nation*  of  antiquity  ;  i 
rescues  of  mnun  In  the  boor  of  battle  with  their  hub*  in,  a 

fathers,  was  regarded  by  thMC  USUI  incentive  to  courage,  and  a  pledge 

victory,  which  (as  they  boasted)  their  Roman  foes  were  unable  to  appeal  to  I 
themselves.  And  this  old  Teutonic  reverence  for  women  conspired  with,  the  nt

her  sex  and  of  the  t  liurch,  to  supply  the  purer  and  nobler  elements  of  the  ga 
lantry  which  forms  so  large  a  part,  not  only  of  the  romance,  but  of  the  MR 
:y.  of  chivalry. 

But  Christianity  exercised  not  only  an  indirect,  but  also  a  direct  and  avowe 
action    upon  the   forms  of  chivalry,  as  they  attained  to  their  full   prop 

I  Ihood*  was  certainly  a  feature  and  distinction  of  so  re  the  days  i 

Charlemagne,  who  in   permitting  the   governor  of  Friesland   to  make  knights   t. 
■  them  with  a.  sword,  and  giving  them  a  blow,  adds  '  as  is  the  custom. 
Uut  no  ritual  of  the  Church  as  yet  consecrated  that  custom.     Cliarleniagne  girt  tin 
sword  on  his  son  Louis  the  Good  without  religions  ceremonies;  and  a  century  lalt , 
the  Saxon  king  of  England,  Edward  the  Elder,  clothed  Athclstan  in  a  soldier's  dresi 
of  scarlet,  and  girded  him  with  a  girdle  ornamented  with  precious  stones  and  a 
sword  with  sheath  of  gold,  but  withont  religious  rites.     Dot  in  the  n«- 
the  reign  of  Edward  the  Confessor,  we  read  that  Hereward,  a  noble  Anglo-Saxc 
ynili,   VBS  knighted   by  the  Abbot  of  Peterborough,  with  confession,  absolutic 
and  prayer  that  he  might  be  a  true  knight.     And  this  the  historian  describes  as 
custom  of  the  English,  as  Indeed  it  was,  or  soon  became,  that  of  all  Europe; 
Normans  resisting  the  innovation   longest,  but  at  last  adopting  it  with   the 
wonted  ardour.     The  candidate  for  knighthood  confessed  his  sin*  on  the  eve  of 
consecration  (for  such  it  now  was\  and  passed  the  night  in  pinyer  and  fasting  in 
the  church  :   the  godfathers,  the  bnth,  the  white  garment,  and  the  tonsure  (s 
times  limited  indeed  to  a  single  lock)  were  the  symbols  of  the  new  and  holy  state 
of  life  to  which  he  was  now  called  :  next  morning  he  heard  mas.*,  off  n  d  Uc  swonl 
00  the  altar,  where  it  was  blessed  by  the  priest;  and  he  was  created  a  knight — 
cither  by  the  priest  of  highest  rank  present,  or  by  some  knight,  who,  in  virtue  of  his 
knighthood,  was  qualified  to  confer  the  sacred  office  he  had  himself  received— in 
the  name  of  God,  of  St  George,  and  of  Saint  Michael  the  Archangel.     1 1 ! 
and  received  the  holy  communion  in  confirmation  of  his  oath,  to  fulfil  the  duties  of 
his  profession ;  to  spenk  the  truth ;  to  maintain  the  right ;  to  protect  women,  the 
poor,  and  the  distressed;  to  practise  con  rtesy;   to  pnrsue  the  infidels  :  to  despise  the 
allurements  01  case  and  safety,  and  to  maintain  his  honour  in  every  perilous  adven- 
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And  the  Council  of  Clcremont,  of  which  1  have  already  spoken— as  if  in 
order  to  give  the  sanction  of  the  Church  in  a  still  more  formal  and  comprehensive 
manner  (•>  lb  urn  of  chivalry — decreed  lhat  every  person  of  noble  birth, 

uq  attaining  the  age  of  twelve  years,  should  take  a  solemn  oath  before  the  bishop 
ofhisdiocesr  the  oppressc  iihans: 

that  women  of  noble  bi  1 1  k  tried  and  sjoglc,  should  enjo]  ialcnre; 

and  that  nothing  should  be  wanting  in  him  to  render  !c\  and  to  i 

tyranny. 

Tbtu,  as  has  been  justly  observed,  all  the  humanities  of  chivalry  MR  sanctioned 
by  legal  and  ecclesiastical  power:  it  was  Intends]  that  tlicy  should  ba  Konul  over 
the  whole  face  of  I  tier  to  check  the  barbarism  and  far 

times.    While  the  form  vas  martial,  its  objects  became  to  .1  great  extent

EVCfJ  feudal  lord 
had  his  court,  to  which  he  drew  the  sons  and  daughters  of  the  poorer  gentry  of  his 
domains:  and  if  he  were  a  knight  distinguished  for  bis  merits,  his  castle  was  also 
frequented  by  the  children  of  men  of  equal  rank  and  reputation  with  himself:  for 
tbc  prudent  and  careful  father  would  often  have  some  brother  in  arms  whom  he

woollen  figure,  which,  if  Ml  struck  in  true  knightly  fathion.  was  so  contrived  a*  I 
turn  round  and  give  the  awkward  cavalier  a  blow  with  it*  wooden  sword. 
attended  his  lord  in  the  chase,  and  leanit  all  its  arts  ;  he  attended  him  also  in  i 
offices  which  wc  should  now  call  menial,  Init  which  were  then  held  to  be  the  pr 
symbols  of  modesty  and  obedience  for  the  youth  of  highest  birth  and  rank. 
ih<  lilnclc  Prince  was  held  to  show  the  highest  respect  to  the  French  king. 
lO&cr,  by  p  r  iwm]  attendance  on  him.  In  the  words  of  Froissart :  '  The  samedaj 
of  the  battle,  at  night,  the  prince  made  a  supper  in  his  lodging  to  the  French  king 
and  to  the  most  part  of  the  great  lords  that  were  prisoners  ....  and  always  th< 
prince  served  before  the  king  as  humbly  aa  he  could,  and  would  not  sit  at  the  king'f 
board  for  any  <l<-*irc  that  the  king  could  make  ;  but  he  said  he  was  not  sufficient  to 
sit  at  the  l.'ilih-  with  so  great  a  prince  as  the  king  was.' 

Aih!  not  i  he  least  important  of  the  youth's  duties  were  those  towards  the  ladies 
of  the  house  in  which  be  lived.  He  was  to  wait  on  them  rather  as  attending  a  sort 
of  superior  being*  to  whom  adoration  and  obsequious  service  were  due,  than  as 
ministering  to  the  convenience  of  human  creatures  like  himself.  The  most  modest 
demeanour,  the  most  profound  respect,  were  to  be  observed  in  the  presence  of  these 
fair  idols.  And  as  not  only  the  youths,  but  the  maidens— the  damoisclles  no  less 
than  the  damoiscanx— were  sent  to  the  courts  of  the  barons  and  their  ladies  for 
education,  it  would  often  happen  that  this  veneration  in  which  the  boy  was  so  early 
trained  towards  the  ladies  of  maturcr  years,  would  find  an  object  in  some  young 
maiden  whose  more  suitable  age  might  lead  him,  as  he  grew  up,  from  mere  boyish 
to  that  passionate  and  abiding  devotion  which  was  the  duty  of  every  true 
knight  to  bis  lady,  and  by  the  strength  of  which  be  held  that  all  his  power  for  good 
was  to  be  maintained.  Here  is  a  description  of  the  beginning  of  the  loves  of 
Amadts  and  Oriana,  which  is  as  charming  as  it  ii  simple  ;  and  which,  though  we 
find  it  in  the  pages  of  a  romance,  we  cannot  doubt  is  a  picture  of  actual  life  and 
manners.  '  Oriana,'  says  the  old  book, '  was  about  ten  years  old,  the  fairest  creature 
that  ever  was  seen ;  wherefore  she  was  called  the  one  "  without  a  peer"  ....  The 
child  of  the  sea  (that  is,  Amadis)  was  now  twelve  years  old,  but  in  stature  and  siie 
he  seemed  fifteen,  and  he  served  the  queen ;  but,  now  that  Oriana  was  there,  the 
queen  gave  her  the  child  of  the  sea,  that  he  should  serve  her,  and  Oriana  said  that 
"  it  pleased  her  ; "  and  that  word  which  she  said,  the  child  kept  in  his  heart,  so  that 
he  never  lost  it  from  his  memory,  and  in  all  bis  life  he  was  never  weary  of  serving 
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her,  and  his  heart  was  surrendered  to  her ;  and  this  love  lasted  a*  long  at  they 
lasted,  for  as  well  as  he  loved  her  did  die  also  love  him.  But  the  child  of  the  sea. 
irbo  knew  nothing  of  her  love,  thought  himself  presumptuous  to  have  placed  his 
thoughts  on  her,  and  dared  not  speak  to  her  ;  and  she,  who  loved  him  in  her  heart. 
was  car  i  '.peak  more  with  him  than  with  another  :  but  their  e 

to  repeal  to  the  heart  what  was  the  thing  on  earth  that  they  loved  best.     And  now 
the  lime  came  that  he  thought  he  COOld  take  Aims  if  he  were  knighted  ,  .u id  th  I 
he  greatly  desired,  thinking  thai  lie  would  do  such  things  that,  if  he  lived,  U 
trtu should  esteem  him.' 

Such  was  the  beginning  of  the  loves  of  Amadis  and  Oriuna,  bo  famous  in 
romance,  and  so  generally  held  by  knights  and  ladies  to  be  a  model  for  them- 
selves.  Constancy,  such  as  that  of  Amadis,  was  a  virtue  of  the  true  lover  which 
those  times  of  long  inevitable  separations  Mid  absences  demanded  in  forms  hardly 
known  in  our  days;  and  in  proportion  was  it  insisted  BJ  "'•>,  Hid  bold  In  ' 
So  Spenser  says : 

'YoUnQ  knight    whatever,  thai   dost   UflM  ptofi 

Aud  through  long  latouri  human  alter  fame, 

Rt-wxic  of  hand,  bewaie  of  fickleness.

The  peerless  AmndU  passed  With  more  than  ordinary  rapidity  to  the  rank  of 
knighthood.  Tbe  yonth  more  usually  remained  an  esquixe— the  rieal  steptothatof 
page — tiH  he  was  twenty.    Ho  attended  the  koigl  person  he  was  attached; 

dressed  and  undressed  him,  trained  lib  horses,  kepi  his  amis  bright  aud  burnished.

•'  but  he  is  hardly  matched,  wherefore  he  hath  need  of  your  aid."  "Well,"  said 
the  king,  "  return  to  him,  and  to  them  that  s<nt  you  hither,  and  say  to  them,  that 
nd  no  more  to  me  for  any  adventure  that  falleth,  as  long  as  my  son  is  alive  : 
and  also  say  to  them,  that  they  suffer  him  this  day  to  win  his  spurs  ;  for,  if  God  be 
pleased,  I  will  this  day's  work  be  his,  and  the  honour  thereof,  and  to  them  that  be 
about  him."  Then  the  knight  returned  again  to  them,  and  showed  the  king's 
words,  the  which  greatly  encouraged  ihcm,  and  repented  in  that  they  had  sent  to 
the  king  as  they  did.'  Brave  knights,  to  be  'greatly  encouraged  '  by  such  stern 
though  manly  words.  We  arc  reminded  of  the  not  less  brave  and  kniyht'y 
demeanour  of  Sir  Colin  Halket  and  his  men  at  Waterloo,  when  the  Duke  of 
Wellington  rode  up  and  asked  how  they  were,  and  the  general  replied  that  two- 
thirds  of  the  brigade  were  down,  and  the  remainder  so  exhausted  that  the  relief  of 
boh  troops,  for  however  short  a  lime,  was  most  desirable.  But  when  the  duke 
said  that  no  relief  was  possible,  that  all  depended  on  them,  the  answer  which  the 
officer  made  for  himself  and  his  men  was,  '  Enough,  my  lord,  we  stand  here  till  the 
last  man  fall*,1

Then  the  story  goes  on:— 'And 
when  she  was  put  in  the  earth  Sir  Launcelot  swooned  and  lay  long  still,  while  the 
hermit  came  out  and  awaked  him,  and  said,  Yc  be  to  blame,  for  yc  displea 
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with  inch  manner  of  sorrow  making.  Truly,  said  Sir  Lanncelot,  I  trust  I  do  " 
displease  God,  for  lie  knowcth  mine  in it-rr. .  fur  my  sonuw  was  nut.  mm 
any  rejoicing  of  iin,  but  my  sorrow  rony  never  have  end.  For  when  I  remember 
of  her  beauty,  and  of  her  noblesse,  that  was  both  with  her  king  mid  with  her;  so 
when  I  taw  hi*  corpse  and  her  corpse  so  lie  together,  truly  mine  heart  would  not 
we  to  snstain  my  cnrefnl  body.  Also  when  I  remember  me  how  by  my  default, 
M  orgule,  and  my  pride,  that  they  were  both  laid  full  low,  that  were  peer- 
less that  ever  was  living  of  christian  people,  wit  yc  well,  said  Sir  Lanncelot,  this 
icmenilwrcd,  of  their  kindness  and  mine  unkindness,  sank  so  to  my  heart,  that  all 
my  natural  strength  failed  me,  so  that  1  might  not  sustain  myself.'  The  story  goes 
on  to  say  that  there  he  wasted  away,  praying  night  and  day  at  the  tomb  of  the 
king  and  qiu-cn.  He  died,  and  wns  taken  to  his  own  castle  of  Joyous  Gatcl  to  be 
buried.  'And  right  thus  as  they  were  at  their  service  there  came  Sir  Ector  dc 
Maris,  that  had  seven  year  sought  all  England,  Scotland,  and  Wales,  seeking  his 
brother  Sir  Lanncelot.  And  when  Sir  Ector  heard  such  noise  and  light  in  the 
■iui:c  Of  Joyous  Gnrd  he  alight,  and  put  Li.  horse  from  him,  nnd  came  into  the 
hi  Ifaere  In  mm  BCD  ling  and  uvep.  And  nil  they  knew  Sir  Ector,  hot  he 
i't  them.  Thin  ivint  Sir  \'-un  unto  Sir  Ector,  and  told  him  how  there  lay 
his  brother  Sir  Lanncelot  dead.  And  then  Sir  Ector  threw  his  shield,  sword,  nnd 
helm  bom  him  ;  nnd  when  be  beheld  Sir  Lanncelot 's  visage  he  fell  down  in  a  swoon  ; 
and  when  he  awaked  it  were  hard  for  any  tongue  to  tell  the  doleful  complain' 
he  made  for  his  brother.  Ah,  Launcelot,  he  said,  thou  were  head  of  all  Christian 
knights  1  And  now,  I  dare  say,  said  Sir  Eclor,  thou  Sir  Lanncelot,  there  thoti  liest. 
that  thou  were  never  matched  of  earthly  knight's  hands;  and  thou  were  the 
courtjest  knight  that  ever  bare  shield  ;  and  thou  were  the  truest  friend  to  thy  lover 
that  ever  bestrode  horse ;  and  thou  were  the  truest  lover,  of  a  sinful  man,  that  tut 
loved  woman;  and  Ihon  were  the  kindest  man  that  ever  slrake  with  sword;  and 
thou  were  the  goodliest  person  ever  came  among  press  of  knights;  and  thou 
was  the  meekest  man  nnd  the  gentlest  that  ever  ate  in  ball  among  '■ 
and  ihon  were  the  sternest  knight  to  thy  mortal  foe  that  ever  put  spear  in 
the  mt' 

l-et  me  compare  with  this  Chaucer's  description  of  the  knight  of  his  times:— 

'  A  knight  tlieie  was,  and  that  a  worthy  l  man, 
That   from  the  time  that   he  first  began 
To  riden  out,  be  loved  chivalry, 
Truth  and  honuur,  freedom  and  courtesy. 
Pull  worthy  was  he  in  his  lordes  war, 
And   thereto   had  he  ridden,  no  man  farre. 
At  well   in  Christendom  a!  in  Heatheness, 
And  ever  honoured  fur  his  worthiness. 
At  Alisandre  he  was  when  it  was  won:

In  an  age  when  all  men,  not  of  the  clergy,  were  divided,  between  the  two  clashed 
of  freemen  or  gentlemen,  and  serfs  or  villains,  and  the  villains  were  in  habits  and. 
in  hnman  culture  little  better  than  the  domestic  animals  of  which  they  shared  the 
labour-.  iilnioit  inevitably  belonged  to  the  class  of  free,  or  gentle,  birth. 

Still,  in  theory  always,  and  to  a  great  extent  in  practice,  it  was  not  his  birth,  but 
hfss  personal  merit,  which  qualified  him  for  knighthood.  The  personal  merit  would 
oftencr  exist,  and  still  oftener  come  to  light,  where  it  hail  the  advantages  and  aids 
of  education  and  general  social  culture.  But  if  it  was  recognised  in  the  villain,  or 
roan  of  no  rights  of  birth,  he  might  be,  and  often  was,  knighted,  and  was  thereby 
immediately  enfranchised,  and  accounted  a  gentlcmnn,  in  lnw  no  less  than  in  name. 
Thus  Froiajart  tells  us  of  Sir  Robert  Sale,  the  governor  of  Norwich,  that '  he  was 
no  gentleman  born,  but  he  had  the  grace  to  be  reputed  sage  and  valiant  in  srms, 
and  fnr  Ml  vniiantness  King  Edward  made  him  knight.'  He  was  governor  during 
the  popular  insurrection  of  which  Wat  Tyler  and  Jack  Straw  were  the  London 
leaders :  and  he  was  invited  to  put  himself  at  the  head  of  one  of  the  risings  by  men 
*ho  (urged  upon  him — '  Sir  Robert,  ye  arc  a  knight  and  a  man  greatly  beloved  in 
this  country,  and  renowned  a  valiant  man  ;  and  though  ye  be  thus,  yet  we  know 
you  well  :  ye  be  no  gentleman  born,  but  son  to  a  villain,  such  as  we  be:  therefore 
m  with  us,  aiid  be  our  master,  and  we  shall  make  you  so  great  a  lord  that 
one  quarter  of  England  shall  be  under  your  obeisance.'     lie  refused,  and  they  killed

liliu.  The  same  king  also  knighted  the  man-at-arms,  son  of  .1  laniirr,  who  »ai 
afterwards  famous  as  Sir  John  llawkwood.  And  (he  courtly  ns  well  as  knightly 
Chancer,  who  must  more  or  less  hare  reflected  the  feeling  of  the  royal  and  noble 
personages  among  whom  he  lived,  goes  farther,  and  asserts  that  not  only  does 
virtue  make  the  gentleman,  bat  also  baseness  of  mind  the  villain  or  churl  :  — 

'  But    understand    111    tluuc    intent. 
That  this  it  not   mine  iiiteadetneui. 
To  clepen  no  wight  in  no  age 
Only   tciillc   for  his  lineage: 
But   whirto  lhat  ii   virtuous, 
And  in  his   port  nought  outrageous.

Thou   may' st  well  see  this  in   sotli, 
That  he   is  gentle  because  he  doth

Of  high   or  low,  as  you  may  see, 
Or  of  what  kindred  that  he  be.' 

Akin  to  this  recognition  of  gentleness  of  mind  and  manners,  as  that  which  made 
a  gentleman,  was  the  sense  of  brotherhood  among  knights  and  gentlemen,  which 
led  them  to  trust  in  each  other's  honour,  even  when  they  were  righting  under  the 
banners  of  hostile  kings.  The  chronicles  are  full  of  the  instances  of  such  con 
sideration  of  the  English  and  French  knights  for  each  other  in  the  wars  between 
the  two  nations  ;  nnd  if  is  not  without  probability  that  to  these  and  suchlike  mani- 
festations of  the  spirit  of  chivalry  have  been  traced  the  courtesy  and  humanity  which 
characterise  modern  warfare  in  a  degree  unknown  to  the  ancients. 

Much  indeed  of  barbarism  and  cruelty  there  was  in  the  usages  nf  war  in  the  best 
time*,  of  chivalry,  even  of  the  knights  among  themselves,  and  still  more  when  they 
earns,  with  passions  infuriated  by  resistance,  upon  the  people  of  lower  rank  than 
thannelvcs.  Edward  III  of  England,  and  the  knights  whom  he  gathered  round 
him.  are  held  alike  by  contemporary  historians  and  romance  writers,  and  by  those 
uf  modem  times,  to  have  best  exhibited  the  characteristics  of  chivalry  in  its  day  of 
greatest  refinement  as  well  as  splendour  ;  yet  no  one  can  read  the  chronicles  of 
even  the  admiring  Froissart  without  seeing  how  much  savage  passion  and  cruelty 
was  often  mingled  with  their  better  dispositions  :  though  we  do  see  also  that  the 
cruelty  was  not  because,  but  in  spite  of  their  chivalry.  Froissart  laments  bitterly 
the  Iniijuity  of  the  massacre  by  the  Black  Prince  of  the  people  of  Limoges,  men, 
Mid  children,  more  than  three  thousand.  And  when  Edward  III,  before 
him,  intended,  as  would  seem,  to  have  treated  the  town  of  Calais  in  like  manner, 
not  only  did  the  French  knights  who  had  offered  to  surrender  declare  that  they 
would  '  endure  as  much  pain  as  knights  ever  did,  rather  than  the  poorest  lad  in  the 
town  should  have  any  more  evil  •"  teatest  of  us  all '-showing  thai  the]

of  you  villainy  [to  charge  you  with  conduct  un  worthy  of  a  knight  and  gentleman]  j 
every  man  will  say  it  is  a  great  cruelty  to  put  to  death  such  honeit  persons,  who  by 
their  own  wills  put  themselves  into  your  grace  to  save  their  company.  Then  the 
king  WTycd  away  from  him,  .ind  commanded  to  send  for  the  hangman,  and  said, 
*•  They  of  Calais  had  caused  many  of  my  men  to  he  slain,  wherefore  these  shall 
die  in  likewise."

The  whole  passage  is  too  long 
to  quote,  but  thus  ranch  gives  a  lively  picture  of  the  lempei  of  the  home  and  court 
in  which  the  young  Philippa  was  brought  up. 

Her  marriage  with  Edward,  then  only  fifteen  years  old,  was  agreed  on,  and 
sanctioned  by  the  Pope.

And  then  '  this  young 
queen  Philippa  abode  still  in  England,  with  small  company  of  any  persons  of  her 
own  country,  saving  one  who  m  named  Walter  of  Manny,  who  was  her  c 
and  after  did  so  many  great  pwwei  In  divers  places,  thai  it  were  Laid  to  make 
mention  of  them.'  If  we  couple  this  statement,  that  she  retained  hardly  air 
own  people,  with  that  which  Froissart  makes  in  reviewing  her  whole  life,  that  *  she 
loved  always  her  own  nation  where  she  was  bom,'  we  have  pleasing  thoughts  sug- 
gested of  the  cheerful  acceptance  of  new  duties  in  a  foreign  land  by  the  young 
wife;  while,  if  I  had  space  to  describe  in  detail  the  noble  life  of  .Sir  Walter  of 
Manny,  the  reader  would  agree  with,  me  that  his  habitual  presence  in  the  Eng- 
lish court  must  have  done  much  to  make  bolh  Edward  and  the  Black  I 
as  well  as  the  rest  of  the  princes  and  nobles,  what  they  were,  as  knights  and 
gentlemen. 

The  next  glimpse  wc  get  of  the  queen  is  when  she  appears,  accompanied  with 
three  hundred  ladies  and  damsels  '  of  noble  lineage,  and  apparelled  accordingly,  ftt 
the  yearly  feast  at  Windsor,  in  honour  of  the  order  and  brotherhood  of  the  Knights 
of  the  Blue  Carter,  there  established  on  St.  George's  day.1  Again,  when  the  king 
of  Scots  had  advanced  to  Newcastle,  while  king  Edward  lay  before  Calais,  we  sec 
the  queen  arriving  to  meet  the  English  army,  and  going  from  division  lo  division, 
'desiring  them  to  do  their  devoir'— duty  was  then,  as  now,  the  English  soldier's 
word — '  to  defend  the  honour  of  her  lord  the  king  of  England,  and,  in  Ihe  name  of 
God,  every  man  to  be  of  good  heart  and  courage ;  promising  ihem  that  to  hex 
power  she  would  remember  them  as  well  or  better  as  though  her  lord  the  king 
were  there  personally.  Then  the  queen  departed  from  them,  recommending  them 
to  God  and  St.  George.'  She  docs  not  seem,  like  some  of  the  ladies  of  that 
generation,  to  have  considered  the  field  to  be  her  place  while  the  battle  was  going 
on  ;  but  after  it  was  won  she  returned,  and  with  her  council  made  all  necessary 
arrangements  and  plans.

Perhaps  too  we  have  listened  in  fancy  to  the  proceedings  of  the  so-called  Courl 
of  Parliaments  of  Love,  in  which  the  ladies  were  wont  to  hear  questions  of  gallantr 
gravely  argued  on  both  sides  by  poets  pleading  in  vena,  and  then  to  give  thci 
judgments  according  to  the  logical  and  metaphysical  rules  which  the  schoolraa 
applied  to  theological  enquiries.  Hut  I  can  now  but  remind  my  reader  that  snd 
things  were;  and  must  hasten  forward,  leaving  ungathcrcd  flowers  that  would  ma 
many  a  wreath  and  nosegay. 

The  golden  age  of  chivalry  was  the  period  from  about  the  middle  of  tbr  clevent 
to  the  end  of  the  fourteenth  century.      We  may  say  with  Gibbon,  that  the  Crusade: 
were  at  once  a  cause  and  an  effect  of  chivalry.     In  the  Crusades  the  B] 
knighthood,  with  all  its  characteristic  features,  actuated  vast  bodies  of  men  oj 
rank  and  nation,  and  found  a  foe  believed  by  all  Christendom  to  be  to  it  what  the 
individual  robber  and  plunderer  was  in  the  knight  errant  who  wenl  forth  in 
country  to  defend  or  rescue  the  widow  and  orphan  and  their  possessions,  or  the 
traveller  along  the  zoad  which  passed  the  castle  of  some  powerful  though  nn  > 
baron.     The  chivalry  at  home  M'as  kept  alive,  and  raised  to  it*  highest  i 
both  in  man  and  woman,  by  the  chivalry  in  the  Holy  Land.     It  is  if 
thai  the  chief  institutions  of  chivalry  took  their  rise,  or  reached  their  full  fo-m ; 
while  their  ruder  features  were  gradually  softened  with  the  increasing  refinement  of 
the  times,  till  they  presented  that  aspect  with  which  we  find  them  in  the  days  of 
Edward  III  and  the  Black  Prince,  as  drawn  by  Froissart  or  Chaucer,  or  in  the 
romances  which  were  then  written  or  remodelled  out  of  older  materials,  and  which 
show  that  even  in  the  estimation  of  other  nations  the  English  court  then  afforded 
the  pattern  of  knighthood  for  Christendom. 

Thenceforward  the  outward  forms  of  chivalry  began  to  decay;  very  gradually 
indeed,  and  not  without  apparent  resuscitations  from  time  to  time.  But  no  real 
revival  was  possible;  for  the  immortal  spirit  was  seeking  new  habitations  for  itself. 


more  fitted  to  tlic  new  world  which  wtts  succeeding  to  that  of  the  Middle  Ages. 
And  perhaps  Cervantes,  by  helping  lo  tear  np  with  his  merciless  satire  the  lost 
remnants  of  nn  honest  faith  in  the  old  forms  of  chivalry,  did  as  real,  though  we 
cannot  any  a»  genial,  a  service  to  the  cause  of  chivalry  itself,  a*  Spenser  did  III 
endeavouring  to  preserve  its  spirit  by  transferring  it  to  the  region  of  allegory. 
The  1a«  expiring  token  of  the  old  spirit  in  the  old  form?  which  I  have  found,  is  in 
the  MOM  Knights,  of  Malta — die  Knights  Hospitaller;  of  Si.  John  of  Jeru- 

salem— when  the  news  of  the  great  earthquake  in  Sicily,  in  1783,  arrived  at  Malta. 
Then  those  poor  feeble-minded  sybarites  remembered  for  a  moment  their  manhood 
sad  their  knighthood,  ami  their  vows  as  Hospitallers;  they  manned  their  galleys, 
and.  with  food  and  clothing  and  medicines,  and  the  consolations  of  their  faith,  were 
speedily  seen,  in  their  half-military,  half-priestly  garb — the  armour  covered  by  tin. 
black  robe  with  the  white  cross— at  the  bedsides  of  the  wounded  and  the  dyt 
they  lay  amid  the  still  tottering  ruins  of  their  devastated  houses.  In  a  very  few 
years,  in  that  same  generation,  the  Order  had  passed  away  for  ever  ;  but  it  i> 
pleasant  to  him  who  stands  in  the  palace  of  the  Crand  Masters  among  the  trophies 
of  their  former  greatness,  or  treads  the  aisles  of  the  cathedral  of  St.  Jolui,  where 
every  step  is  upon  the  emblazoned  gravestone  of  a  knight,  to  think  of  this,  and  not 
of  any  leu  worthy  deed,  as  their  last  act. 

'The  knight's  bones  *re  dust, 
And  his  good  sword  rust  : 
Mil   soul  15  with   the  saints,   1   trust:' — 

l»t  he  has  left  to  us  an  imperishal.de  and  a  rich  inheritance,  won  lot  us  by  bin 
him  we  owe  our  Manners — all  that  world  of  existence  implied  in  the  names  Lahv 
and  Ci  Through  the  Middle  Ages  it  was  'Our  Lady,'  the  Virgin  mother

Iu  modern  times  St  Paid  h 
licld  to  del  of  a  gentleman  ;  in  whose  acts  and  writings  are  found  nil  tin. 
Ics,  maxims,  and  spirit  of  a  character  entirely  chivalrous,  in  the  amplest 
term  :  while  one  of  our  old  dramatists  has  ventured,  111  words  of 
touching  tenderness  and  reverence,  to   point  to  a  yet  higher  realisation  of  thai

itself.  How  large  a  portion  of  the  small,  spontaneous  kindnesses  of  hourly  life,  in 
.  after  all,  so  much  of  our  happiness  consists,  are  not  only  unknown,  but 
impoiMl.le.  where  habitual,  unaffected  politeness  is  wanting. 

I  hi:  manners  are  good,  not  only  as  affording  a  fairer  field  for  the  exercise  of  the 
higher  virtues,  Lot  good  in  themselves.  They  are  a  real  part  of  the  beauty  and  grace 
of  our  human  life.  Courtesy,  and  self- possession,  and  deference  and  respect  for 
others;  modesty  and  gentleness  towards  all  men,  and  recognition  in  all  or  the  true 
jold  of  humanity,  whether  it  bear  the  guinea  stamp  or  no;  love  of  truth  and 

liour  ;  and  not  only  readiness,  but  eagerness  to  help  the  -weak,  arid  defend  their 
ause  against  the  strong ;  and  all  these  irradiated  and  glorified,  as  often  as  may  be, 
by  that  sentiment  which 

1 gives  to  every  power  a  double  power, 

Above  their  functions  and  their  offices;' — 

BttM  nre  tlic  things  wbieh  make  the  lady  nnd  the  gentleman. 

And  if  it  should  seem  as  though  the  chivalry  of  our  own  times  b  reduced 
something  less  noble  thnn  that  of  old,  when  men  risked  life,  and  things  dearer  than 
life,  in  defending  the  weak  and  attacking  the  oppressor  in  his  strongholds— when 
the  hardness  of  the  actual  fight  against  evil-doers  was  not  exaggerated 

MS  which  pictured  the  knights  contending  with  dragons  and  enchanters  and 
we  must  remember  that  our  nineteenth  century  world  is  yet  far  from  cleared 
of  the  monstrous  powers  of  evil,  which  still  oppress  and  dcrour  the  weak  ;  nnd  that 
a  battle,  not  really  less  resolute,  nor,  if  need  be,  less  desperate,  than  those  of  old,  is 
still  carried  on  by  those  who,  under  the  modest  guise  of  common  life,  are  lighting 
in  the  true  spirit  of  chivalry — uniting  the  most  adventurous  enthusiasm  with  the 
most  patient  endurance,  and  both  with  the  gentlest  service  of  the  poor,  the  weak, 
I  od  the  oppressed;  and,  what  is  most  worthy  of  admiration,  the  service  of  the 
morally  poor,  and  weak,  and  oppressed^  who,  but  for  such  deliverers,  must  remain 
in  a  house  of  bondage  darker  than  can  be  built  or  barred  by  earthly  hands. 

But  whether  wc  arc  content  with  the  chivalry  of  manners,  or  aspire  to  a  place  in 
the  brotherhood  of  the  chivalry  of  action,  our  principles,  our  maxims,  and  onr 
examples  have  come  down  to  us  ns  an  inheritance  from  the  past: — an  inheritance 
common  to  all  who  care  to  claim  it ;  anil  won  for  us  by  the  old  knights,  fighting 
in  the  name  of  God  and  of  their  ladies1,
